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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose the limitations "an electronic circuit for influencing the active filtering element, said 
electronic circuit having an evaluation circuit and a driving circuit that are installed on at least 
one surface of a printed circuit board wherein a screening element is provided to screen at least a 
part of the evaluation circuit against disturbing electro-magnetic influences, which originate from 
the driving circuit" in combination with the claimed subject matter as claimed in claim 1. The 
prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest, by themselves or in combining with any other 
reference, to meet the limitations as claimed in claim 1. Therefore claims 1-12 could be 
allowable over the prior art of record.
